Philadelphia, Sept. 10. — It is learnea 


hat the amount of funds of the Pres- 
byterian church involved in the fail- 
ure of the Real Estate Trust company, 
wrecked by Frank K. Hippie, is mucb 
arger than at first supposed. 


A statement issued by Rev. Dr. Rob- 


erts, stated clerk of the Presbyterian. 


eneral assembly, announced that la 


addition to the ?30,000 of the church's 
trust funds lost in the collapse de- 
posits amounting to about $130.000 
are also involved. These were the 


-eiit funds of the board of minis- 


terial relief, the trustees of the board 
of publication and Sunday work, th» 
trustees of the general assembly, the 
stated clerk of the general assembly, 
and 'the Women's Foreign Missionary; 
society. 


All the directors of the trust com- 


pany have agreed to' the reorganiza- 
tion plan of Receiver Earle. 


"i am not in a position at present," 


said Mr. Earle, "to say anything more 
definite, but I wish it understood that 
the directors have pledged themselves 
to raise the amount I consider neces- 
sary. They are putting up the m'on&F 
from their own pockets to make up 
the losses sustained through the' bad 
Segal loans." 


The loans made to Segal by Presi- 


dent Hippie aggregate 
more than 


?5,000,000, and his securities are be- 
lieved to be worth about ?2,000,000. 
Consequently the directors will sub- 
scribe something more than $3,000,- 
000. 
It was stated that some of the 


Segal securities which are considered 
of little value would be given the 
directors for the money advanced by 
them. Mr. Earle denied this. He alao 
denied that he suggested certain mea 
for presidnt of the reorganized com- 
pany. 


A note which is regarded with sus- 


picion by Attorney Bell and Receiver 
Earle was found among the papers of 
the wrecked trust company. It is for 
577,000 and bears the signature of Jo- 
seph A. Baker, who has been dead 
three years. The loan is secured by 
$120,000 in first preferred 6 per cent 
bonds of the Champion Iron and Sep- 
arator company, one of Segal's many, 
enterprises. 


Baker was in the Real Estate Trust 


company at the same time Segal was 
conducting a brokerage business. Tho 
two were close friends. Members ofi 
Baker's family professed entire ignor- 
ance regarding the note. They do not 
believe Baker was acquainted with 
Hippie. As similar notes secured by, 
worthless collateral and signed ap« 
parently by fictitious persons hava 
been found, the fear is expressed that 
this note may be another evidence o$ 
Hippie's wildcat financiering.

the central committee, who will an- 
nounce the temporary officers of tha 
convention. These are former Gover- 
nor Myron T. Herrick for temporary 
chairman; John R. Malloy for tempo- 
rary secretary, and Riehai d Gilsen for 
sergeant-at-arms. Mr. Herrick will 
be formally introduced and will de- 
liver the keynote speech. Mr. Her- 
rick's return to active politics alter 
his defeat for re-election last year 
gives him a unique attitude iu the 
convention, and there is considerable

his speech as temporary chairman. 


After the committees are announced 


the convention will recess till Wed- 
nesday morning at 10 o'clock, when it 
Is expected that Governor Harris will 
be brought forward as permanent 
chairman, with the remainder of the 
temporary 
organization 
continued. 


Governor Harris is also expected to 
have something of special interest to 
say. 


Probably the greatest question the 


delegates have before them is the 
form of indorsment that shall be 
given President Roosevelt and Ohio's 
two senators. This is the bone of 
contention over -which there has been 
so much discussion of late, and so 
many statements and counter state- 
ments. Akin to this is the question 
whether Senator Dick shall be contin- 
ued as chairman of the executive com- 
mittee. 


According to one prognostication, 


based on the choice of delegates in 
69 counties, the support of the two 
senators, who are standing together, 
•will be 330 to 102 for the Daugherty- 
Burton forces, while Dick's support 
lor chairman is reckoned at not less 
than 16 of the 21 congressional dis- 
tricts. Other counties have delega- 
tions that are uninstructed or non- 
committal, and in this field the tall 
hustling is being done by both sides 
for recruits. As there are 900 dele- 
gates, the field is ample for active 
missionary work. 


Nearly one-fourth of the counties 


picked their delegates and declared 
their preferencs 'only last Saturday. 
Congressman Burton was victorious 
!n Cuyahoga county, which put 69 
stalwart followers at his back. 
This 


Is offset by the solid support of Ham- 
ilton county's 94 delegates for DicK 
and Foraker. In 
Summit county, 


Dick's home, where Dick was unani-

window glass factory which will 
built-in Columbus soon. Such work- 
men are exceedingly scaice. and all 
glassblowers are men above the.aver- 
age mechanic in education and finan- 
cial standing.

Baird, J. M. Ickes, foimer postmaster 


of Newark, and Eugene McCann, con- 
ceived the idea of locating a glass plant 
in this city. 


Almost immediately after the form- 


ulation of their plans, glass-blowei;s 
began to make inquiries about the pro- 
posed plant, and some of them have 
visited the^city and expressed a desire 
to locate here. As a special inducement 
to secure the best of the skilled glass- 
makers, the promoters offered to take 
all skilled men in as stockholders.

Timely Arrival of Government Forces 


Rescued Besieged Troops and Rout- 
td the Insurgents—Pino Guerra Led 
the Charge In Person — Havana 
Given a Scare. 


Havana, Sept. 10.—Reports received 


by the government say 200 insurrec- 
tionists were killed in the flght near 
Cousolaeion Del Sur, but these figures 
are not considered authentic. 


The government troop train which 


left Havana Friday jumped the track 
two miles east of Consolacion Del 
Sur. 
The train was surrounded by 


several hundred insurgents command- 
ed by Pino Guerra in person. 
The 


train would have beeu captured but 
for the timely arrival of Colonel Ava- 
los and 400 men who fought their way 
through from Consolation Del Sur. 


Guerra's force numbered 2,000 men 


and those of the government 800. The 
government forces had one man killed 
and six wounded. Previous to the 
fighting Pino Guerra sent a note to 
Colonel Diaz, commanding the troop 
train, demanding his surrender. Dia* 
replied that he would die first. The 
engagement between Colonel Avaloa 
and the insurgents lasted an hour. 


The train proceeded from Paso Real 


and insurgents attacked but were 
driven off by two machine guns han- 
dled by an American, Captain Web- 
ster. It is belieTed many insurgents 
were killed, but the number is not 
known. 


At Consolacion del Sur the advance 


was disputed by a large band of in- 
surgents, and a lively fight ensued. 
The insurgents were driven off and 
several were killed or wounded. Ava- 
los and his men were stopped and a 
junction with the cavalry force of 
Captain Ravenna, who is 
scouting 


ahead, was made finally with the dis- 
abled troop train. The train was not 
molested since the junction was ef- 
fected, but the bridge over the Santa 
Clara river eastward from the train 
was blown up, together 
with two 


smaller bridges, preventing the use of 
the road beyond there. As the bridges 
westward near Puerta Guelpa have 
been destroyed, no train can operate 
jom Pinar Del Rio city in either di- 
iection. Both railroad and telegraph 
nes are in use. 


igi A force of 125 men with four ma- 


chine guns started for Paso Real with 
horses, supplies and quantities of 
rapid-fire sun ammunition. The send- 
ing of this force was hastened by 
false news of disaster. 


Captain Ravenna and four privates 


wounded are the only casualties re- 
ported in the operation. 


There is some alarm In Havana on 


account of the nearness to the city of 
several hundred insurgents belonging 
to the forces of Linaz and Castillo, 
some of whom are from the southern 
extieruity of the city.
